1 . IN AFTERMATH OF MAY 12 INCIDENT BETWEEN GOI COAST

FORNMIN EINAR AGUSTSSON WAS ASKED BY COMMUNIST-LINING 
THJODVILJINN WHETHER HE STILL INTENDED TO GO TO NATO
